Manufacture of the New Postal Notes. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—The 


Postmaster General has completed the 
specifications for tbe proposed new postal 
notes, and proposals have been invited lor 
their manufacture from steel-plates en- 
gravers and plat«-printers. It is proposed 
to have the notes ready for Issue September 
1, 1883, which will be six months from the

Should the note be not 
paid within three months it will become 
invalid, and to obtain the amount named on 
the face the holder will have to pay an 
additional fee of 3 cents and have a dupli- 
cate issued. If lost or destroyed no dupli- 
cate can be issued. These postal notes are 
payable only at the office drawn upon or at 
the office where issued. It is believed that 
this new system of exchange will become 
•very popular among business men, especi- 
ally among those in New England, who 
carry on 
small 
manufacturing trades 


through the mail.
